Here at 
the tomb of'Grant were half a million 
people so wedged Into the reviewing 
stands that the faces became a blur. 
Here was the winding Hudson be- 
neath, the glorious autumn sun above, 
a gentle wind, and the colors of tne 
nation in every design and form. : To 
his carriage came Dewey from the lit 
tie steamer which had brought him up 
the river. Just one roar greeted him: 
"Dewey!" 
When Admiral Dewey finally ap- 


peared witfi the Mayor the band again 
struck up "Hail to the Chief!" and the 
crowd cheered continuously. As the 
Admiral was driven out of the gate to 
the pier he saw Governor Roosevelt 
outside, surrounded by his staff. The 
Governor, In frock coat and silk hat, 
was mounted. His staff was resplend- 
ent with gold lace. Admiral Dewey sa- 
luted the Governor, and when his car- 
riage had passed the Executive set 
spurs to his hone and went galloping 
up the hill toward the tomb In true 
cowboy style, regardless of his silk

He got a great ovation as he 


went along. It was second only to 
that given to Admiral Dewey.

The po- 
lice officers on foot were helpless. Try 
as they would they could not stem the 
tide, which promised to impede the 
entire parade. Suddenly a half-hun- 
dred mounted policemen galloped up, 
and, having formed a line, charged and 
shoved the people back. Many women 
and children were caught in the crash. 
Some shrieked, others fainted, and sev- j 
«ral, after the panic was over, were 
carried away in ambulances.

has been an eventful day with the 
northern oaf posts of the American 4r- 
my at Angeles. Early this, morning the 
Filipino Peace Commission arrived. 
The American 
prisoners followed. 


Then a 'committee of. three Spaniards, 
to negotiate for: the Telease of the 
Spanish prisoners, departed up the 
railroad with a retlnneof servants and 
buffalo carts earryini^eir baggage. 
At San Pernandc- the train carrying 
the commission .and prisoners to Ma- 
nila met a special carrying Major Gen- 
eral Otis and Generals Lawton and 
Bates and Scbwan to Angeles- on a 
tour of inspection^: ;

The American prisoners are Corpor- 


al Otto Schen and Privates .Albert 
Reubeck, Otto Wagner and Peter Rol- 
lins, all of the Third Infantry, cap- 
tured near Balinag, July 28; Joseph 
Macelrath, James Boyle, William Mil- 
ler, John Crinshaw, ThomafjX£^Knd 
Ell Drew of the SixteenUfTittamfy; 
captured at Caloocan in August; Paul 
Spillanp^and Louis Ford of the Fourth 
Infantry'; Charles WQmerder, a dis- 
charged Third Artilleryman, captured 
by bandits while boating near Mala- 
bon, 
and George Graham, colored, an 


orderly of the. Sixteenth Infantry, who 
was put off a train near Malolos and 
immediately captured by insurgents. 


A party of correspondents and pho- 


tographers waited in the Intrench- 
ments of the American outposts before 
the wrecked bridge across the river 
separating the two armies, and at 9 
o'clock a group came down the track 
waving handkerchief* on bamboo and 
baited before the bridge. A bugle 
then sounded the "attention," and Ma- 
jor Shields of General Wheaton'a staff 
and five soldiers with raised handker- 
chiefs picked their way across 
the 


bridge. 
The 
Filipino* Introduced 


themselves: General Alefrndrias, a 
slender, bright-looking man of 52, a 
veteran of the rebellion against Spain; 
Lieutenant Colonel Ori.no and Major 
Ort«s, the latter of German blood and 
speaking Snglicb fluently. There soon 
appeared a second party of fourteen 
Americans marching between flies of 
Insurgent soldiers. They looked the 
picture of health and were dredged In 
new Filfplno nnlfortrm of bine ging- 
ham, and were carrying monkey* *nd 
other thingt

General MacArthur's first inquiry 


was for Lieutenant Qilmore's party, 
and General Alejandrins replied vague- 
ly that they "were In the north." Gen- 
eral MacArthur asked if they would 
be released, and General Alejandrius 
said,: "I must consult with my Govern- 
ment .before answering/'' 
The.''prisoners nnanimously com- 


mended their treatment One of them 
said; "We have been given the best 
the country afforded; fine houses for 
quarters, servantr, good food,, plenty 
of wine and a money.-.aUowance. Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo visited us and .shook 
hands. Three of the boys refused Ur 
shake hands'with him." 


Judging ^from the stories of the pris- 


oners, they have been lionized by the 
people. They report that five ssttors, 
survivors of Naval Cadet Wood's par- 
ty, arrived at Tarlac Wednesday. 
Though small lmpcHfcn0tjMft attached 
to their judgment, they agree & 
i^g4hat the Filipinos all say that-they 
*3ar4 tired of the-war, but will fight foe 
independence to the tost" 
The released soldiers also say that 
the idea of independence has taken it- 
firm hold on the Filipinos, and the/ 
threaten, if conquered, to exterminate 
the 
Americans 
by assassination. 
Aguinaldo wemed ,poSuIar among: all 
the people the prisoners met The 
country Is full of rich crops. All the 
prisoners tell .interesting stories-.of 
their experiences. Those captured at 
•Caloocan were marched along the 
railroads, at night through: towns oc- 
cupied by the Americans. 
While Agnlnaldo only offered to re- 
lease the prisoners in Tarlac, there is 
great disappointment that Lieutenant 
Gilmore's party failed to arrive. The 
Filipino Commission does not arouse 
great .expectations as to the result of 
its visit Major Ortes said frankly that 
they were very tired of the war, 
they decline to say what proposals 
they bring. The Filipinos lunched 
with- General Young at San: Fernando. 
Their quarters will be^tjthe Oriente 
Hotel at Manila. Major General Otis 
and his party conferred with General 
MacArthur and returned to Manila. 
General Bates tonight -takes General 
Wheaton's command at Angeles. 


ON GENERAL OTIS. 


" Cfttccet Thomas Pope, who "-was," 
to a few weeks ago, quartermaster 
general in the Philippines, was it 
through passenger on the Gaelic on 
his" way to his .home In Kansas. 
Colonel Pope is an enthusiastic admir- 
er of General Otis, whom be believes 
to be the right man In the right place. 
He and the General have been much 
together ever since the opening of the 
Philippine campaign. 


He said on Sunday, in reference to 
General-Otis and the conduct of affairs* 
in the Philippines: 
. "General Otis has displayed marked 
ability In every move he has made; 
no man could have done better under 
the very difficult conditions prevail- 
ing. The Filipinos are treacherous lit- 
tle fellows and will not come but iar 
the open and fight If a bunch: of 
them are hemmed in they simply dis- 
card their uniforms and guns, meet us 
half-way, smiling, and claim to be 
'amlgos,'

"Not a move either in civil or mili- 


tary affairs Is made In the Philippines 
other than under the. direct and im- 
mediate control of General Otis. The 
General has been greatly handicapped 
during the last few months by having 
to change his entire army. No man in 
those circumstances could conduct a 
vigorous 'campaign. ' . 
-;^?ne State volunteers deserve un- 
limited praise for their many heroic 
deeds in the Philippines, I believe the 
Kanmtt men did the most work, but 
they all made a fine record for 
selves. 


"I met General Wheeler soon after 


he came down. We all thought him 
too old to endure a campaign in tke 
Philippines. The climate is terribly 
hard on young men of vlgorou* 
health, and must certainly be exhaust- 
Ing to men of General Wheeler's age."

TODD AGAIN. 


General Shafter Will Have to 


Send Her to 5Ioldk:<>. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 29.—Today the 


War Department saddled upon General 
Shatter at San Francisco the trouble- 
some question of the 
disposition of 


Mrs. Todd, the woman who is suffering 
from leprosy. The department wrestl- 
ed with this question for three days, 
and not finding a solution suggested 
that the matter be disposed of by the 
General Immigrant Commissioner at 
San Francisco. It is believed a Gov- 
ernment transport will be used in con- 
veying Mrs. Todd to the leper colony 
at Hawaii, but just how to get her 
aboard without creating a scene and 
alarming the other passengers is what 
is puzzling the officials. 


It is believed she will be transferred 


to the steamer from her pre»ent quar- 
ters during the night before the other 
passengers are permitted to embark. 
This can be done, it it aaid. without 
ri»k to any. The sufferer o-an he con- 
fined in her apartment, and *he will 
In DO way come In contact with her 
fe-Uow-paweogers. Pain« will l>e taken 
to conceal her presence, as a pantc 
would doubUees «n«u« U her condition 
should become known. The name of 
the transport and dai* of sailing win 
be kept secret. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 29.—The .Cap- 


ture of Porac by General MacArthur is 
regarded by the War Department as 
the preliminary maneuver to a general 
movement of the American troops 
north to take possession of the rail- 
road from Manila to Liingayau Bay. 
General Otis has enough troops to 
make more movements and to garri- 
son the towns along the line of the 
railroad. It is believed the rainy sea- 
sOn will soon be ended, and that more 
extensive military operations will then 
be begun. 
- 
A large body of insurgents was in 
the vicinity of Porac, the 
extreme 
west of the populous province of Pam- 
pangau. General MacArthttr extended 
his lines almost to Porac «arly In Au- 
gust, but was compelled to withdraw 
toward Santa Rita and Angeles be- 
cause of the heavy rains. The insur- 
gents have remained to the west of 
Porac and last week they captured the 
gunboat Urdanetta on the coast to the 
south. It was considered necessary to 
drive them out of that territory before 
a general movement'jnorth was begun, 
and! General MacArthur took: posses- 
sion of Porac with that end In view. 
The 'General Is expected to garrison 
Porac. and keep the Insurgents out of 
the valley and in the mountains. That 
will enable, him to move his army 
north on Tarlac, where Agninaldo has 
his headquarters, and he will continue 
to drive the insurgents to the north 
until the railroad from Manila to Lin- 
gayau Bay is in the possession of the 
Americans. 
But little has been heard of General 


Lawton recently. It is said by War 
Department officials that he is near 
General MacArthur and is preparing 
to move north with a column parallel; 
to the forces of that General. The 
greater part of the-troops has been 
transferred quietly to the north of Ma- 
nila for. that movement It is • also 
said that a considerable body of troops 
will be transported from Manila to 
Lingayau Bay and landed to begin a 
southward march, with the expectation 
of crushing the Insurgents between the 
two columns. 
It is significant that Generals Law- 


ton, Wheaton, Wheeler and Grant are 
all with MacArthur to the north, and 
it id said that they are preparing for 
an aggressive campaign that will clear 
that part of the island and place the 
one railroad in the Philippines com- 
pletely under American control. 
. WASHINGTON, Sept 29.—General 
Otis today cabled the following report 
of the capture of Poracr 
Lawton's troops are at Calumplt and 


San Fernando, where concentration is 
taking place. He is ordered to cover 
the country between. Mexico, Guaga, 
Bacalor and Santa Rita. .MacArthur 
has been ordered to take his troops and 
clear the country west and in the vi- 
cinity of Porac, which he did yester- 
day, 
advancing to Porac at an early 


hour with the Ninth Infantry and 
Thirty-sixth Volunteers, capturing Po- 
rac and driving the enemy north. 
Wheaton at Angeles kept back the 
enemy on his north and moved his 
force westward to intercept the Porac 
insurgents, but 
they retreated by 


mountain roads. The movement re- 
sults in clearing the country prepara- 
tory to further operations. Our casual- 
ties at Porac are five wounded. Whea- 
ton does not report any casualties. He 
captured one officer and •evwal en- 
listed men.

of the resolution, of annexation, and 
-that Congress, manifested no particu- 
Jar Intention to abrogate the Hawaiian 
registration laws immediately upon 
annexation, hut manifested a general 
intention to continue those laws. The 
Bald applications were, however, by 
.this opinion denied upon other grounds 
but the cases have reopened for the de- 
termination of a certain question of 
.fact not material to the present < in- 
quiry. Nevertheless, the question of 
law now before us was definitely ruled 
3>y that opinion, and .since toe Treas- 
ury Department has taken the ground 
that vessels should" not be authorized 
io receive Hawaiian registers and fly 
the Hawaiian flag after July 7,1S98, 
.you suggest that the only remedy for 
One situation is an -Executive order 
.suspending the issuance' of Hawaiian 
registers, as a recent Executive order 
suspended the holding of a general 
election in the Islands provided for un- 
-der the- Hawaiian Constitution; and 
.you request my- opinion as to the le- 
gality oi such an order of the Presi- 
dent to be procured and Issued at your 
instance, under the resolution of Con- 
gress for the annexation of Hawaii, 
Under- these circumstances, there- 


fore, the question is fairly a legal ques- 
tion and one arising in the administra- 
tion of your department. It is ob- 


jand demands "careful 
from the legal standpoint as well as 
from the standpoint of wise govern- 
mental policy.

The decision of the Supreme Court 


<jf Hawaii is based upon the view of 
Chancellor Kent (3 Com., page 149), 
who says, "The registry Is not a doc- 
ument required by the law of nations 
JOB expressive of a ship's national char- 
acter ..The registry, acts are to be 
.construed as forms of local or munici- 
pal institutions lor purposes of public 
.policy." But it is evident that while 
Chancellor Kent finds €8e.source of 
.registration in municipal law and not 
Jn the law of nations, the character of 
registration as a governmental act Is 
national, «uuL expresses sovereignty. 
The issuance of regisifr to vessels en- 
bitting theta to carry >ational colors is 
an act of sovereignty, although the 
register itself is not » document re- 
quired by the law of nations as indi- 
cative of a ship's national character; 
lor this can be shown in other ways, 
.as, for instance, by ^consular certifi- 
cate attached to the bill of sale of a 
-vessel to an American citizen. This is 
evidence of a national character and 
•entitles the vessel under the consular 
regulations to the protection of the 
flag. Sea letters are also at times evi- 
dence of the national character of a 
vessel, and a bill of sale also is such 
evidence. Chancellor Kent himself 
says, as Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of New York, in the case of Bar- 
ker vs. Phoenix Insurance Company 
(8 Johns., 807, 819), referring to two 
"kinds of American vessels, the one 
registered and the other unregistered 
and carrying a sea letter or an official 
certificate of ownership, "But in r»f- 
•erence to the law of nations and to 
>. 


curity upon the high seas, both spe- 
•cies of vessels were equally entitled to 
protection as American property/"

which the Hawaiian Government ced- 
ed absolutely and without reservation 
an rights o$ sovereignty of whatsoever 
kind to the United States. By the 
very language of the resolution mu- 
nicipal legislation inconsistent with 
the resolution shall not remain in 
force, and upon these views I am con- 
strained to hold that the registration 
laws -of Hawaii have been abrogated 
as a necessary consequence of annexa- 
tion. 
It therefore follows that In my opin- 


ion an order of the Executive suspend- 
ing the issuance of Hawaiian registers 
would be a legal exercise of power un- 
der the resolution of Congress for the 
annexation of Hawaii.

Some remarkable 
marksmanship was shown by Annie 
Oakley, Johnny Baker and Colonel Co- 
dy. The buffalo hunt was decidedly 
thrilling and the scenes of "Indian At- 
tack on Stage Coach" and "Indian At- 
tack on Settler's Cabin" were especial- 
ly well done. A light artillery drill 
was an exciting number. It was all 
fresh end new and spirited and extra- 
ordinary, and the audience was in a 
frenzy half the time. 


The Hawaiians with Buffalo Bill 


are: Hoapali, cousin of Morris Waho- 
kalalole, once St Louis College'stu- 
dent, once Iron Works employe, later 
laborer at Kailua; K. Nakea, former- 
ly of Honolulu police; David Klpi, for- 
merly of the Customs service; John L.

,."' ot aU the new volunteer regiments 


that have come for a brief stay in Ho- 
nolulu before departing for the bat- 
tlefields of Luaon, there.is none the 
individual history of whose men 
forms a more romantic, chapter in the 
story of American valor than the com- 
mand recruited from the plains of the 
Southwest, which yesterday entered 
upon a short stay in Honolulu. 


The Thirty-third Regiment United 


States Volunteers is on the United 
States army transport Sheridan, which 
docked at Oceanic wharf last Saturday 
night, and which sails for Manila to- 
morrow. 


Colonel Roosevelt, from a knowledge 


of his subject, said at the beginning of 
• the recent war with Spain that "Unol» 
Sam or any other power could not get 
together a more formidable cavalry 
than the sun-browned, raw-boned, dan- 
ger-tried rangers of the Texas fron- 
tier." And this Is the stuff of which 
the Thirty-third Is largely., made. It 
makes, little difference that It is a regi- 
ment of infantry andl not cavalry, for 
these picturesque stalwarts from the 
Lone Star State, the Indian Territory 
and Arkansas fight equally well afoot 
or ahorse. Many of them are direct de- 
scendants of the hardy Texans, who 
under the leadership of brave Sam 
Houston, won freedom for the Repub- 
lic of Texas from Mexican rule. It was 
then that they took the name of Texas 
Rangers, an organization which 'has 
been perpetuated to guard the State 
from incursions of Indians, raids of 
Mexican banditti and pillage of cattler 
thieves. 
A fine example of the Texas Ranger 


is Captain J. .L. Hall, who, as First 
Lieutenant, is in command of Company 
L. Tall and sinewy, with face tanned 
by the frontier winds, he presents a 
commanding figure. He was a cap- 
tain of Rangers from 1875 to 1880, and 
has probably had.more desperate en- 
counters with border ruffians and des- 
peradoes .than any other man now 
alive. So thrilling has been his ex- 
periences that thfe Harpers have made 
him an offer to write the story of his 
life, with Frederick Remington to il- 
lustrate the: work. During the latter 
part of Hall's service Indian raids 
had ceased and the Rangers were made 
peace officers for the purpose of snp- 
1 pressing gangs of highwaymen. In a 
single year 579 arrests were made, 
mostly of desperate criminals, among 
them 76 murderers, 160 cattle-thieves 


. and 25 robbers and burglars. Captain 
HaJl i» very proud of his company in 
the Thirty-third Regiment, many of 
whom have seen .service under him, 
and all are men of brawn and muscle, 
capable of enduring almost any hard-, 
ship. 
Another picturesque, feature of the 


Thirty-third is the number of Indians 
in the command. These enlisted chief- 
ly from the Cherokee Nation in the 
Territory. As a rule Indians are poor 
shots, but there are two in this South- 
west regiment who are exceptions \ to 
the rule. Charles Griffin, a half-blood 
Cherokee, made the bullseye five out 
of six times at 500 yards during tar- 
get practice on the Clark range. The 
other crack shot was evidently chris- 
tened during the excitement of the 
Presidential election of 1876, for 
he 


bears the compromise name of Tilden. 
H. Hayes. He has the record of hit- 
ting the bullseye in a running shot at 
a distance of 500 yards. 
"This first time in army and very 


anxious serve Uncle Sam," said Til- 
den Hayes, who Is three-quarters 
Cherokee and the most Indian-looking 
of them all. Robert Nave, half Chero- 
kee, has seen service before in the 
First Territorial Regiment 


Colonel Luther R. Hare, commander 


of the regiment, graduated from West 
Point In 1874. He was formerly a Cap- 
tain in the Seventh Cavalry—Custer's 
regiment—and was in charge of some 
Indian scouts at the battle' of Little 
Big Horn, when Custer was killed. 
Colonel Hare is a veteran Indian fight- 
er, and at the outbreak of the late 
war was made colonel of the First 
Texas Cavalry. Lieutenant Colonel 
John J. Brereton served in Cuba as 
captain of the Twenty-fourth Infan- 
try, and was shot through the hip at

MR. EDITOR : — The very prominent 


statements i made in the Bulletin this 
evening, about a recent land exchange, 
seem to justify something from me on 
the subject.

For many years I have desired to. get 


a mountain lot, but did not wish to go 
as high as the upper tantalus region. 
Owning fifteen acres just south or 
south-east of Dr. Cooper, Mr. Haek-r 
feld and others, and knowing that the 
location is generally regarded as much 
more desirable than lower down, I 
proposed an even exchange. The Sur- 
vey office however thought otherwise 
and I acceded 'to their view, though I 
still think values are more nearly even. 
A survey showed 2.82 acres where I 
located, so I conveyed 6 acres of the 
upper land to the (government in ex- 
change therefor. My reason for exceed- 
ing two for one, was that I felt it im- 
portant, on account of -my friendly re- 
lations with all the members of the 
Government, that the great preponder- 
ance of advantage should be on that 
side. The matter was considered and 
decided by the whole Executive Coun- 
cil.

rainbow. Just as on Tuesday,y.^lwSi; 
th« Olympla dropped her anehor,:;ptt 
the Hook', a rainbow spanned; the sky^: 
so now, at a moment when the. ;gal^ 
lant ship and her admiral were to pass: 
before millions of eyes In prbud .re- 
view, the heavens 
brightened again 


with the bow of promise. But it 
would be hard to say which was> the 
most radiant at that moment, the sky 
or the surface of the waters beneath. 
Looking eastward from the anchor- 


age of the warships as far as the eye 
could reach was a procession of steam- 
ers, 
tugs and yachts bedecked from 


deck to peak with flags, bunting or the 
code 
signal "Welcome, Admiral!"-- 


This line of craft extended to the Nar-: 
rows, down under the guns of Forts 
Hamilton and Wadswprthi covering1 
all the water space on the 'Jersey side 
and leaving for the Brooklyn side 
nothing but a narrow strip of blue. The 
police arrangements were excellent; 
there was little crowding or jamming 
of the boats and few accidents. 


Dewey was on the after quarter-deck 


as the Olympia swung out into the 
stream led by the police and fire boats. 
He was all of a tremble.' The man's 
nature is so simple that the over- 
whelming character of his reception by 
his own people was too much for his 
sensibilities. He looked to the right 
and left, cleared his throat, and finally 
drew his handkerchief and pressed it 
to his eyes. There was no question but 
what the kindly, tears had come to re- 
lieve him. AsHf to give his thoughts 
another turn, a saucy tugboat shot by 
the Olympia and the Jackie at her bow 
shouted: "Hey, Admiral, there'll be a 
hot time In the old town tonight!" The 
sailors on the man-of-war cheered and 
the Admiral laughed. 


The Olympia was now headed to pass 


Castle William and Governor's Island. 
In her wake came the other fighting 
ships, with the Chicago, Rear Admiral 
Howison In command, last

ISO was immediately collected and 
twice that amount farther subscribed. 
Rawel thanked the society heartily, 
saying he had no idea that be would 
receive a donation from them on com- 
ing to the meeting. He then, at the 
request^ several members, sang two 
Maori songs, accompanying himself on 
hi* guitar.

trade-wind rendered It almost tmmed> 
lately beyond control. ' Furrows had" 
been made—two of them—20 feet apart 
and the fire .wax begun on the leeward 
side of the field io that the burning 
should proceed against the -wind, but 
all to no purpose for the flames quickly 
leaped the 20-foot barrier and throw- 
Ing up a huge column of white smoke 
advanced rapidly Into the Grove ranch 
fields, thence into territory belonging 
to Manuel Tavares and Haleakala 
ranch and at last after seven or eight 
hours exhausted Itself for want <rf4uel 
—in the neighborhood of the road lead 
ing to Kahului. -Fears were entertain- 
ed that It would not'TSttop before reach 
ing.Klhei pliitttetlon, but these were 
idle lor! between;, the road and Klhel 
cane fielda.were ten or twelve mlles^of 
naught but red soil. As soon as the 
fire leaped into Grove ranctt, word was 
sent to Pate, Hamaikuapoko and Hale- 
akala ranch and at least 200 men with 
their lunas responded to the summons 
and With eucalyptus branches aid 
plows vdid ail: that was possible ,1ml 
their efforts were futile. It Is sald^that 
at one place the 'flames leaped across 
six furrows which had been made to 
stay, its progress,. About 100 of the 
'men were stationed at Grove rancid en- 
deavoririg to/keep the flames from 
spreading further there and the re- 
maining hundred .were present at the 
Imish on the Kahului road.

lamage was 'accomplished except for 
the destruction of, a large area jof 
pasturage and the burning and break- 
Ing of wire fences.

stone-wall saved the house of Manuel 
Tayares and the "Akana place" belongr 
ing to Haleakala ranch. It is also'stat- 
ed that a stone-wall also kept the 
flamesi away^ from itawaepae Resort.:
